Fines E. L. White. and. Walbridge Taft, 
but Says Latter Acted If Straight- 


forward Manner.

SOUTH NORWALK, Conn., May 18.— 
The case of the five students in Carl A. 
Harstrom’s prepafatory school here, who 
were accuged of assaulting Thursday last 
John D. Milne, Superintendent of the gas 
department of ‘the Connecticut Railway and 
Lighting ..Company, «ended .to-day before 
Judge Lockwood. Bdward Lawrence White 
of Lowell,. Mass., was adjudged the ag- 
gressor by the court and fined $25, and 
Walbridge Taft of New York and nephew 
of Gov. Taft of the Philippines, was found 
technically guilty of assault and fined $1. 
Their comrades, Hugh S. Knox, son of the 
Attorney General; John E. Barney, and 
Daniel C. Street were proved to have acted 
as peacemakers and were discharged. 
Messrs. White and Taft will appeal from 
Judge Lockwood's decision to the Common 
Pleas Court at Bridgeport. 

The testimony in the wane and the bear- 
ing of the accu n rt‘ have resulted 
in a change of public penthment. which was 
last’ week with the complainant. It was 
established that White made some remark 
which was construed as vulgar and insult- 
ing as Milne was going up a steep grade on 
his mesyete, Milne turned and promptly ad- 
dres White, who is frail, and who de- 
nied any intent to insult, and struck him. 
Taft ran to White’s aid with Cormtretcned 
hands. He is vay eighteen years old, 
is 6 feet 2 inches in height, ‘and weighs 185 

a Milne, who is an athlete, resented 

s interference and struck him a violent 
wll in the face, cone an eye. Then Taft 
prec to chastise Milne and had pum- 
meled ‘him sorely, getting his 
chancery,” before Knox, Barney, 
Street came and pulled them apart. 

It is likely that Messrs. Taft and White, 
who are preparing to enter Yale, will pre- 
fer counter charges of assault against 
Milne.

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INSUFFICIENT AND UNECONOMICAL 
CURRENCY. 
It W&As a novel incident that occurred 
list wéek at the meeting of ihé Texas 
Bakers’ Association when a fetter was 
read froth an &x-Secretary of the Treas- 
ary, Mr. L¥itaN J. Gaon, on the general 
proposition that the cbrrency of the 
United States is insufficient and is not 
€éconottical. A few years since, wher the 
country was in the throes of the stniggle 
for sound money, the advocacy of “ mere 
money” by an Bastern banker who Has 
liso been a Western banker, and who 
Was a most earnest and efficient cham- 
pion of the gold standard, would hardly 
| have been addressed to a Texas conven- 
tion of .any sort. The main differénce 
Hietween now and then is that the gold 
Standard has been recognized, raeasures 
have beén taken to establish and pre- 
' Berve it; though they are not wholly and 
surely adequate, and the bankers of 
Texas, as well as those of the rest of the 
country, would never think of weakening 
that standard. 

Moreover, the currency which Mr. Gace 
advocates, in the interest of the stability 
&nd progress of the business of the land, 
is not a Goverriment cufrency; it is not 
itrredeemable or depreciated ir seriously 
®xposed to depreciation, and it is to have 
the supreme virtue that it will automat- 
ically be retired when it is no longer 
actually needed in the legitimate dally 
exchanges of the business world. It is 
to be elastic iii thé true sense of elastic- 
ity, that is, it will shrink as well as ex- 
pand in response to healthful forces. 

There is no taint of fiatism in it. It is 
to be based oh and brought into activity 
by the real transactions of the business 
community,. and it will be impossible to 
keep it out after the sound use for it has 
passed. 

Mr. GaGe, in his admirable and inter- 
esting letter, which we published in full 
on Sunday, went patiently and cleatly 
into a description of the currency that 
we have and the functions which it is 
capable of performing. He pointed cut 
that the gold is largély used in providing 
@ reserve for the greenbacks, in the re- 
serves for bank credits, and in supplying 
the reqtiirements of the foreign cx- 
changes. The greenbacks and the silver 
dollars and silver certificates are arbi- 
trarily fixed in amount and are not suit- 
able for indefinite expansion, or for ény 
expansion, since they are kept at par 
solely by the limitation of their volume 
and the implied obligation of the Treas- 
ury to exchange them on dermand for 
goid. The National banknotes, while 
Hominally not fixed in amount, are prac- 
tically so, since their expansion de- 
pends entirely on the prices of United 
States bonds which do not exist and 
ought hot to be issued in quantities suf- 
ficient to serve as security for increased 
Banknote circulation. In other words, 
We have not in ot complicated system 
6f currency a single element that will 
énable it to respond to the legitimate de- 
mands; greater or less, of trade. 

That there should be such «én ele- 
Ment is as certain as it is that the de- 
gmhands of trade vary froni year to year 
and from season to seasoh. Obviously 
the kind 6f currency that We tieed for 
guch adaptation to changing requirements 
Should be of unchanging soundness.

A small 
panic was started by the eagerness of 
some frightened passengers to escape 
T fete a wholly imaginary danger. Be- 
fore the train could be stopped some of 
the men were éo frightened that they are 
said to have smashed the Windows in 
their desire to get out of the cars. When 
the train was stopped -the passengers 
swarmed out upon the structure and 
walked back to the Twenty-eighth Street 
station, The only person hurt was a 
passenger who put his fist through a 
window and in doling so cut his hand. 
For the ‘information of whom it may 
concern we have pledsure in saying that 
in the event Of the occasional accident 
of the blowihg out of a fuse the only 
harm to be éxpected'is that résulting 
from the senséless panic which may fol- 
low. Altogethér the safest place for the 
passenger in stich circumstances is to 
keep his seat ahd set a good example of 
seif-restraint. It is almost béyond thé 
limit of possibility that anything could 
happen to his defrimént tinless he causes 
it by foolish precipitancy in seeking what 
he fancies is saféty. The danger hé fears 
has been carefully ¢cOhsidered in every 
aspect, and éverything that could be done 
to guard against it has been done. Be- 
fore a car is taken into service it is sub- 
jected to what is known as the break- 
down test, designed to find any weak 
place in its electrical equipment. The cur- 
rent applied to it for five to ten minutes 
attains a maximum of 2,700 volts. The 
bottom of the cat at all poitits where an 
arc could be established or the insula- 
tion become defective is sheathed with 


from the absorption of water. The mo- 
torman,. by a movement of a lever at his 
hand, may iristantly cut off from the 
train he is operating all electrical cir- 
reats, and this he would naturally do as 
soon as it became necessary. Should he 
decide not to do this, but to run his train 
to the next station, the greatest damage 
which could result would not discom- 
mode the passengers more seriously than 
might result from smoke and the smell 
of scorched varnish. 

Safeguards against the blowing out of 
fuses have been provided to the limit of 
human ingenuity, but this accident may 
happeti oceasionally. When it does, it is 
well to remember that a flash of light 
and a puff of smoke mean nothing so 
far as the passenger is concerried. The 
resolute person who, in the event of such 
an accident happening, cries: “ Sit down! 
There is no danger!’' and sets the ex- 
ample by carrying out his own advice, 
will be the hero of the moment and will 
render himself and his fellow-passengers 
the best service possible. The only thing 
to be afraid of is a panic. It is the peo- 
ple who congest platforms,. smash win- 
dows, and clamber out on the ties with 
imminent liability of contact with the 
live rail or of falling to the street who 
wiil be hurt. If the crowd will keep cool 
and show ordinary common sense ho one 
will be injured and no one need be badly 
frightened. :

But 
in carrying out his purposes he has 
found pleasure in doing it on a magnifi- 
cent scale, and his whole mental habit 
has adjusted itself to large views of 
things.

CARKEGIE Says on the subject of the 
greatness and future of the United States 
would be as unprofitable as a serious 
criticism of the gait of the kangaroo 
based on the principles of the Delsarte 
school of studied grace in motion. The 
Kangaroo may not be graceful, but he is 
a capable bounder=and so is Mr. CAR- 
NEGiv. In the words of a song once pop- 
ular in the London music halls, “‘ You 
can’t ’elp likin’ ’im,"’ no matter what he 
says Or to whom he says it.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Reports as to the achievements of the 
Lebcudy airship are more than a little dis- 
quieting to those of us who have hitherto 
been emphatic in denying the possibility of 
real navigation of the air by means of a 
metor hung beneath a cigar-shaped bal- 
loon, The Lebaudy airship is exactly that, 
and differs in no essertial features from 
those of Santos-DumontT, but it seems to 
have made three journeys of considerable 
length, under good control, on days when 
there was some wind—enough to be called 
a “strong breeze” by admiring observers. 
No definite information on this very im- 
portant point is at hand, but it seefns to be 
beyond question that the machine cared 
two6 passengers over twenty-three miles in 
a little more than an hour anda half, re- 
tufping without trouble to the starting 
place. That comes pretty near to being 
aerial navigation—it is, so far as it goes— 
and threatens to force the revision of many 
opinions that seeried to be Well grounded, 
The report of M. Lesaupy's chief aeroyaut 
on the first trip contains the following: 
‘“*f left Moissons with the engineer, Ruy, 
and 120 kilogrammes of ballast on board. 
The heavy rain which had been falling in- 
creased the weight of the balloon by ninety 
Kilogrammes. With the sctews making 800 
revolutions & minute, We proceeded to 
Mantés, entering the town by the western 
side, and, after ciftcling right round the 
cathedral, we then proceeded to Limay, and 
next came back to Mantes Station. At this 
point the wind, which was blowing in our 
teeth, liicreased at an altitude of 250 mv- 
ters, of 820 feet. I set the screws working 
at 1,000 revolutions, and was easily able to 

make headway against the wind, and I then 
stecred for the Rosny Castle. When I ar- 
rived above the park I manoetivred in every 
direction, the balloon obeying its rudder 
perfectly. I then proceeded to the shed at 
Mciesons, and came down at the agreed 
spot, before the doors, the airship being 
then housed without difficulty.” The Le- 
baudy balloon is 566 meters long, with a ca- 
pecity of 2,284 cubic méters, 311 Of which 
are occupied by an interior compénsating 
air bag. Its two steél screws are a jittie 
Jess than $ meters in diameter, and the area 
of its rudder is 9 Square metérs. It is 
moved by a forty-horse power motor that 
weighs only 400 kilogrammes.

Ope had written it, 
on the duty of the physician to be a nice, 
kind gentleman, assiduously practicing all 
the virtues he happens to hear of, and as 
assiduously avoiding all the vices. It will 
be noticed, too, that though full directions 
in regard to holding and getting pay for 
consultations. are given, the delicate ques- 
tion as to the qualifications for admission 
to these gatherings is not settled or even 
mentioned. The layman will read with 
most attention, perhaps, the sections which 
lay down the law for the dector who gets 
access to anether doctor’s pdtient. Thére 
is nothing indefinite or platitudinous there. 
On the contrary, the first man’s proprietary 
rights in his patient are guarded with the 
utmost care, and the most minute precau- 
tions are enjoined to prevent the patient 
from suspecting even the slightest differ- 
ence of opinion between two ‘practitioners. 
Considering that doétors do disagree at 
least as often as other mén, there is some- 
thing decidedly atiusing in the pretense of 
invariable unanimity and of equal skill. Bu 
though one smiles at these fictions, broug 


}down from the days when medicine was a 


mystery and almost 4 religion, yet the smile 
is kindly. The doctors are all right, even if ' 
they are sometimes wrong, and if they like 
to think that they aré beings apart, with 
a language of their own and doing things 
that nobody out of the profession can pos- 
sibly understand, it’s a harmless délusion. 


——After reading the appeal made in be- 
half of Manila’s old wall by the patriotic 
societies, we remain of dur first opinion 
that the question is one to be settled on 
the spot, and by practical rather than sen- 
timerital considérations. Of course, a walled 
city is in these days a rare and interest- 
ing relic of the past, an dthere is no doubt 
that an endless caravan of tourists would 
be pleased, edified, and even instructed if 
the walls of Manila were to be left as they 
are as long as they will stand—which is a 
good while. But Manila belongs to the 
present as well as to the past, and it has 
a future that will be the more comfortable 
and prosperous in exact proportion to the 
success with which its inhabitants forget 
their old habits and conditions and learn 
new ones. A city is not a museum, but a 
place in which to live and do business, and 
with walls modern life and business are 
incompatible. If the present population of 
Manila really want to get rid of their old 
ramparts, they ought to be allowed to do 
so. Our own treatment of Niagara Falls 
should prevent us from being hafsh ,with 
people who put profit and convenience 
well in the foreground. Perhaps the prob- 
lem can be solved by preserving a few of 
the old gates and a stretch or two of the 
walls—specimens, as it were, of a form of 
architecture for which, happily, there is no 
longer any use. 


—It’s no small achievement to be the 
most absurd man in Chicago, but Mr. W. E. 
Watt, the public school Principal of that 
city who gained the proud title of dttack- 
ing the morals, grammar, and spelling of 
SHAKESPEARE’s plays, really ought to be 
content without a weekly raising of his 
own record, He now declares that 
SHAKESPEARE Was not only wicked and 
illiterate, but that he was a bigoted 
Protestant, and that his works are full of 
gratuitots insults to the French, the 
Dutch, the Scotch, and especially to the 
Irish, Hence, according to Mr. W. E. 
Watt, the plays should never be studied 
or even read in the public schools, lest the 
pupils acquite Elizabethian prejudices in- 
stead of appreciation for literary master- 
pieces! The Chicagoese must be a patient 
folk if a little of this sort of nonsense 
doesn’t go a good way with them, and 
their sense of humor must be very keen 
if they can long do nothing except laugh 
at the Wattness of Watt. The place for 
him is in a private not a public school. It is 
not well that teachers in public schools 
should be persistently ridiculous, for when 
they are the children are injured as well 
as amused, and.the utility of our noblest 
institution is seriously impaired.
